Voters who desire to vote for President Wilson 


on the Demoratic ticket should place their X mark 
in the circle beneath the emblem and then place an 
X mark before the name of each other candidate de- 
sired to be voted for. This is the only safe way, 
otherwise there must be 24 X marks placed one be- 
fore the name of each presidential elector, in order 
to cast one vote for President Wilson. The latter 
method is confusing and in all likelihood will lead to 
a spoiled ballot and a wasted vote. Safety first in 
voting for President Wilson requires the X mark in 
the circle above his name on the ballot. Of course, 
those who vote straight tickets will have no diffi- 
culty.
